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Special Town Meeting June 28 


The Board of Selectmen, meet- 
ing last night, called for a special 
Town Meeting, on June 28thy at 
8 p.m. The call was made after 
the board had received a request 
from the Wilmington Planning 
Board for such a meeting, in order 
that the Zoning Regulations be re- 
vised. 

Chairman John Ritchie of the 
Pjanning Board presented the re- 
quest, for the board. Ritchie told 
the Selectmen that the Board had 
been working a long time on draft- 
ing new regulations, and now that 
they were practically complete he 
felt that they should be adopted. 
E. Hayward Bliss, Selectman, 
poke up to say that he was in 
favor of new regulations because 
of information that he had which 
led him to believe that Wilmington 
would soon be the site in which ¢ 
tain builders would be erecting 
cheap rental housing, financed by 
the FHA - a type of housing to 
which he is opposed, he stated. 

Ritchie told the Selectmen that 
the Planning Board had been con- 
sidering regulations calling for 
one acre to each houselot, because 
of the many problems that the 
town {s getting, but that they had

Ritchie also brought to the atten- 
tion of the board that the Wil- 
mington School Committee had 
stated that they would have no use 
for the portable school, at Silver 
Lake after June 15. He wanted 
to know how this could be trans 
ferred to the Planning Board, in 
its capacity as a Park Depart- 
ment, for use as an adjunct to 
the beach.

Business firms also are 
being called upon to help, For 
example, arrangements have been 
completed for full color display 
pieces depicting an appeal by 
Smokey Bear, official symbol of

‘The Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea 
Company also is co-operating in 
the campaign to enlist the co-oper- 
ation of the nation's youths by 
offering a Smokey Bear belt as a 
premium in its stores in conjunc- 
tion with the purchase of Ann Page 
brand of beans or prepared spag- 
hetti, Hach youth who obtains one 
of these is eligible to receive an 
official Junior Forest Ranger kit 
from Smokey Bear Headquarters 
in Washington, D.C. 

Although the Smokey Bear sym- 
bol was conceived in 1945, accord- 
ing to Clinton Davis, Director of 
Forest Fire Prevention for the 
Forestry Division, it was not 
adopted by the Forestry Division 
as a central figure until 1947, and 
has been used extensively ever 
since, There was an average of 
210,000 forest fires annually prior 
to the inauguration of the Smokey 
Bear campaign. Since then the 
number has been reduced to an 
average of 185,000, even though 
thousands of additional people 
visit forest woodland areas every 
year for picnics, camping, hunting 
and fishing expeditions. 

It it were not for the extensive 
fire-prevention program, of which 
the Smokey | Bear symbol is the 
central figure. Davis estimates 
the number of fires would be run- 
ning at the rate of between 300,000 
‘and 350,000 annually because of 
increased use of forest areas. Be- 
cause fires caused by people run 
in direct proportion to forest use 
by the public, we are grateful for 
as widespread support as possible 
to bring home the need for keep- 
|ing down the huge annual loss of 
our natural resources caused by 
fire, he said.

Small children, two or three 
years old, often suck their thumbs 
when they are tired or before fall- 
ing asleep. This*is quite average 


behavior, but when this is con- 
stant or continues as the child 
grows older, it is often the sign 


of unhappiness, He seems to find 
it a comfort in time of trouble, 
which may be lonliness, boredom. 
jealousy of a younger brother or 
sister, Worry over sexual matters 
or because too much is being ex- 
pected of him, a fear of being un- 
loved or a fear of something. 
Sometimes thumb-sucking is a 
companied by hair-twisting, strok- 
ing the nose or lobe of the ear or 
blanket-plucking or hugging. These 
are signs of tenseness and anxiety 

The child's parents should ask 
themselves if his life is as happy 
and relaxed as they can possibly 
make it. Does he have enough in- 
teresting things to do? Does he get 
enough love and attention? Is he 
given both time and patience 
while he learns all the accepted 
habits connected with eating, 
sleeping and toileting? 

‘There are many things that can 
be done to help the thumb-sucker, 
but the one thing that should be 
avoided is a direct attack on the 
symptom itself.

On non- 
washable materials apply glycer 
ine, let stand for an hour, then 
sponge with lukewarm water. 

FINGERNAIL POLISH - - for ac- 
etate, plexon and vinyon use ban- 
ana oil; for other fabrics use nail 
polish remover. 

GRAVY - - Soak washable fab- 
rics in cold water then wash with 
soap and water Sponge nonwash-| 
able fabrics with cool water. 

INK - - alcohol, javelle water, 
turpentine, milk, french chalk, ful-| 
ler’s earth can be applied on non- 
washable fabrics; these in addition 
to quick laundering in lukewarm 
water with soap can be effective 
if the fabric is washable | 

LIPSTICK and ROUGE - - work| 
vaseline or-tard into the stain to| 
loosen it then sponge with carbon | 
tetrachloride if the fabric is non- 
washable. For washable fabrics | 
use the same procedure, then wash 
in warm sudsy water. | 

PERSPIRATION - - if color has| 
been removed there is little one 
can do, but in washable fabrics 
fresh perspiration may be re- 
moved by bleach, amonia water, 
vinegar, peroxide, and bleaching |
